RETIREMENT VIEWS 


Here is the Bolté Committee 
view of how in the future retired 
pay credit should be computed for 
members of the Armed forces, The 
committee had been asked to com- 
ment on this subject by Chairman 
Carl Vinson (D-Ga), of the House 
Armed Services Committee. 

“The immediate post-World War 
II act which authorized the ap- 
pointment of Regular Army and 
Air Force officers, provided for 
the awarding of constructive pro- 
motion list service credit to offi- 
cers so appointed equal to the 
number of days, months, and 
years by which their age exceeded 
25, whenever that period exceeded 
their active Federal commissioned 
service performed after 6 Decem- 
ber 1941, Officers appointed in the 
Regular Navy or Marine Corps at 
that time were given a ‘total com- 
missioned service’ date which re- 
flected their total active and in 
certain cases varying amounts of 
inactive commissioned service. 

“The Armed Forces Augmenta- 
tion Act of 1956 authorizes the 
award of certain constructive serv- 
ice credit to persons appointed in 
the Regular Army and the Regu- 
lar Air Force based upon age or 
educational qualifications. It is 
recognized that, as an expedient 
to effect the necessary augmenta- 
tion of the active officer corps over 
the past 20 years, constructive 
service credits were authorized, as 
an incentive, to be used in the 
computation of retired pay for all 
mandatory retirements in the 
Army and Air Force and some in 
the Navy and Marine Corps. 

“The Committee feels that, as a 





matter of principle, the service au- 
thorized to be credited for retire- 
ment pay computation purposes 
should reflect only that active 
service actually performed. Ac- 
cordingingly, in the case of per- 
sons hereafter appointed, any con- 
structive service credit awarded 
should not be creditable in the 
computation of retired pay, and 
the Committee so recommends. 
Officers heretofore appointed and 
granted such constructive credits 
should not be disturbed in their 
current entitlement to credit for 
such service in the computation of 
their retired pay.”

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Official Text Of Pentagon Statement On Bolté Committee Report 


(The following is the complete text of 
a statement isswed by the Pentagon in 
connection with the release of the Bolté 
Committee Report. Next week’s issue of 
THE JOURNAL will publish additional de- 
tails of the sweeping recommendations 
made by the all-Service Committee, head- 
ded by General Charles L. Bolté, USA- 
Ret.) 


ECOMMENDATIONS for revising the 

Officer Personnel Act of 1947 and as- 
sociated legislation, designed to eliminate 
inter-service disparities harmful to morale, 
were presented to the Secretary of Defense 
today by the Defense Ad Hoc Committee to 
Study and Revise the Officer Personnel Act 
of 1947. 

Established in the summer of 1960, the 
Committee consisted of two retired general 
or flag officers of each Service under the 
chairmanship of General Charles L. Bolté, 
ISA (Ret.). It met daily for almost five 
months and completed its reports and recom- 
mendations in mid-December 1960. 


In presenting its recommendations, the 
Committee pointed out that officers of the 
Reserve components not on active duty are 
not affected; that its recommended changes 
would, if enacted, provide substantially 
similar personnel laws, and promotion op- 
portunity for all active duty officers of each 
of the Armed Forces; and that the proposed 
changes ‘‘are not experimental, as each is 
based upon a law or practice fully tested 
in one or more of the Armed Forces.”’ 


Specifically emphasized by the committee 
was the fact that it has recommended 
certain of its proposals be effective only to 
officers appointed after the effective date 
of the implementing legislation, and that 
no officer would suffer a reduction in grade 
or pay on active duty as a result of the com- 
mittee’s recommendations. 


Among the more significant recommenda- 
tions of the committee are the following 
proposals: 


1. Provide a single active duty promotion 
system for each Service with each officer's 
permanent promotion following from and 
conditioned upon a temporary promotion. 
Permanent promotions would be made as 
vacancies in the permanent structure occur 
without a further selection process. This 
would eliminate the double promotion sys- 
tems now in effect in the Army and Air 
Force. The Committee contemplates these 
Services adopting their attained temporary 
rank structures as their permanent structures 
at the end of phase-in periods requested by 
the Services. The Committee also provided, to 
meet a special Army problem, for mandatory 
consideration for promotion of all Regular 
officers to the grades of captain, major, 
lieutenant colonel and colonel at 7, 14, 21, 
and 25 years of service respectively, if not 
considered previously. 


2. Redistribute the general and flag officers 
on active duty to provide equality for each 
Service based on each Service's total mili- 
tary strength, and require each military de- 
partment to make an equal contribution to 
unified activities. This would result in the 
loss of approximately 25 Army and 5 Air 
Force general officer spaces by those two 
Services phased over a 5 year period. It is 
noted, however, that the Army’s contribution 
to unified activities would be substantially 
reduced, thus making additional general 
officers available to meet Army needs. 


3. Authorize, for officers appointed here- 
after, the crediting of constructive service 
only for initial placement in grade and rank, 
and prohibit the crediting of such service 
for any other purpose, except that certain 
categories (doctors, dentists) may continue 
to credit such service for longevity pay 
purposes. The Committee believes, for officers 
appointed subsequently, that only actual 
service should determine their separation 
Points and retirement pay. 


4. Provide that the running mate/line 
fraction promotion system of the Navy be 
repealed and a less rigid statutory provision 
of general equality of promotion opportunity 
for all competitive categories be substituted 
therefor (similar to those now in use by the 
Army and Air Force). This proposal also 
continues and expands the present authority 
for Service Secretaries to specify separate 
numbers or a branch of specialty to prevent 
imbalances or secure needed specialists. 


5. Authorize active duty retirement in the 
highest grade in which an officer has served 
on active duty satisfactorily for at least six 
months (except in cases of physical disability 
retirement). 


6. Require disclosure of all information 
concerning selection boards, except that dis- 
closure of the membership of any board 
would be at the discretion of the Service 
Secretary concerned. 

7. Establish uniform percentages in each 





grade so as to equalize promotion opportu- 
nities of all officers on active duty. The 
establishment of equal promotion opportu- 
nities in all Services would require an in- 
crease in the number of Air Force colonels 


and lieutenant colonels authorized of ap- | 


proximately 1600 and 4800, respectively, and 
a decrease of 800 major spaces. The Marine 
Corps would also be authorized an increase 
of approximately 150 colonels and 500 lieu- 
tenant colonels. The other two Services are 
largely unchanged. The above adjustments 
would provide each officer up to and in- 


cluding the grade of colonel an approximately 
equal opportunity for promotion, regardless 
of his Service, insofar as the percentage of 
officers authorized to serve in each of such 
grades is concerned.

8. Establish a one-star grade for the Navy 
with selection required for promotion to 
two-star grade. 


9. Provide generally for officers above the 
grade of 0-3, who twice fail of selection or 
who have served in the grade of 0-6 or above 
for specified periods, to be retained on active 
duty to meet service needs if selected there- 
for by boards of officers, or be retired. 
Officers in the grade of 0-3 twice failed of 
selection to 0-4 could be retained to meet 
service needs if selected for continuation. 


10. Provide all of the Services with author- 
ity for a full four-year scholarship ROTC 
program similar to the Navy's Holloway 
program.

11. Authorize the appointment of limited 
duty officers in all Services. 


12. Authorize below zone promotions in 
varying percentages to each grade above 
captain, and limited to officers who have 
completed specified periods of service in 
grade. 


13. Provide a mandatory retirement age for 
officers at age 62, except for certain three 
and four-star officers who may be retained 
until age 64 


14. Extend the Army and Air Force sys- 
tem of administrative separation.of officers 
for cause to the Navy and Marine Corps.

told Congress that the “Gold Dol- 
lar Widow” order may result in “con- 
siderable” costs. 

In a letter to Chairman Carl Vinson 
(D-Ga) of the House Armed Services 
Committee, Secretary Gates said shorter 
tours of duty for unaccompanied person- 
nel “may be permitted if personnel and 
budget resources will support a further 
reduction.” 

He said, “We recognize that the costs 
of such steps to protect morale may be 
considerable and hope that the Congress 
will be sympathetic to our require- 
ments.” 

The Secretary’s letter was in reply to 
a letter from Chairman Vinson (full 
text, THE JOURNAL, 17 December) in which 
the powerful House member expressed 
concern “that this dependency directive 
may adversely affect the morale of our 
service personnel to the extent that 
we may lose thousands of officers and 
non-commissioned officers.” 

Secretary Gates said the Pentagon has 
“carefully studied” Chairman Vinson’s 
comments and has forwarded his letter 
to the White House. “Knowing the Pres- 
ident’s high regard for you, I feel sure 
he will be particularly interested in 
your views on this matter,” Secretary 
Gates said. 

Here is the full text of the Gates 
letter to Chairman Vinson: 


Dec. 27, 1960 
“Dear Mr. Vinson: 

“TI appreciate your letter of November 30, 
evidencing the deep concern for the morale 
of Defense personnel which has so long 
characterized your service to the Armed 
Forces. Your comments on the effect of 
recent restrictions placed on the number 
of military families in foreign countries 
have been carefully studied in this De- 
partment and have been forwarded to the 
White House. Knowing the President’s high 
regard for you, I feel sure he will be par- 
ticularly interested in your views on this 
matter. 

“Certainly the actions being taken by the 
Defense Department to implement the Pres- 
ident’s directive are having an impact on 
military personnel and their families. There 
is no way to avoid some personal incon- 
venience, unhappiness, and even hardship 
when circumstances require that families 
be separated. This was not overlooked when 
the actions were directed, but immediate 
controls to achieve a more favorable bal- 
ance of payments position were considered 
to take precedence over all other consid- 
erations, in the national interest. 

“J am in complete agreement with you 
that we must not endanger our capability 
to attract and retain qualified personnel in 
the military services by any unnecessary ac- 
tion which adversely affects their morals 
and efficiency, and I assure you that we 
are making every effort to hold to a min- 
imum the adverse impact of the actions we 





must take. 

“It is not intended to bar all dependents 
abroad. As of December 15, dependents in 
the following areas are excluded from the 
200,000 ceiling announced in the President's 
directive.

“‘Also excluded from the restrictions on 
numbers are: dependents who are now 
full-time government employees (including 
employees of non-appropriated fund activi- 
ties) in oversea areas; dependents of foreign 
national personnel in military service when 
such dependents are resident in the coun- 
try of their military sponsor's citizenship; 
dependents who are foreign nationals and 
are resident in the country of their citizen- 
ship; and dependents who are in foreign 
countries as tourists at their own expense. 

‘At present, it is planned that the initial 
reduction in numbers will be made by re- 
turning dependents from overseas with their 
sponsors and restricting the overseas move- 
ment of families of replacement personnel. 
It may be necessary in some cases to cur- 
tail the tours of personnel now serving 
abroad to permit them to return with their 
families, but we do not foresee a need 
at this time to separate families now over- 
seas by returning dependents without their 
sponsors. 

‘“‘We will, of course, have to impose 
severe limitations on the number of person- 
nel hereafter assigned to foreign areas 
who will be allowed to take their depend- 
ents, in order to meet the established ceil- 
ing figure. The net result will be an in- 
creased over-all number of personnel on 
foreign duty serving unaccompanied. 

“Present tours of duty for unaccompanied 
personnel are shorter than the normal three- 
year tours served when families accompany, 
and it is possible that still shorter unac- 
companied tours may be permitted if per- 
sonnel and budget resources will support a 
further reduction. We recognize that the 
costs of such steps to protect morale may 
be considerable and hope that the Con- 


gress will be sympathetic to our require- | 


ments. 

“While there was no ‘‘grace period’ 
specified in the original order, Service imple- 
menting plans generally continue the sched- 
uled movement of families without inter- 
ruption through December and in some cases 
through January. In all cases where de- 
pendents are not to be permitted to accom- 
pany their sponsors to foreign assignments 
as much advance notice as possible is being 
given. Special provision is made for the 
handling of exceptional hardship cases on 
an individual basis in each Service. 

“The basic monetary problem with which 
our country is faced has reached the pro- 
portions of an economic phase of the cold 
war. Your letter recognizes the gravity of 
the situation which confronted the Presi- 
dent and necessitated his order for im- 
mediate corrective action. Though the De-

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Prompt Action Needed On Service Families 


By the time the new Administration takes office on 20 January it 
should be prepared to act promptly and positively to relieve Armed 
Services’ families of the threat of prolonged separations in order to 
save U. S. gold dollars. 

We believe the Kennedy Administration is opposed to the plan 
ordered by the current regime under which the number of Service 
families abroad would be drastically reduced. In fact, in a letter com- 
menting on immigration problems Senator Kennedy this week wrote: 
“T believe that the most important immediate objective of immigration 
reform is the reuniting of families.’’ Certainly, he must feel equally 
family-minded concerning the personnel of American Armed Forces. 

Defense Secretary-Designate Robert S. McNamara and Chairman 
Carl Vinson of the House Armed Services Committee appeared to have 
been in perfect harmony following their recent meeting. With the “Gold 
Dollar’? Widow situation one of the current problems pressing upon the 
House Chairman, there is every reason to believe it was discussed by 
them and that Mr. McNamara agreed with Mr. Vinson’s opposition. 

With Service morale already damaged by the Presidential directive, 
the Kennedy administration can do the most effective good to the 
National Defense by acting with the greatest speed to alleviate the 
impact of this unwise policy and to restore the faith of Service personnel 
in their government. 


Air Defenses Decline In Many Areas 


The North American Air Defense Command, facing the ultimate 
prospect of defense in the coming aerospace age, finds itself without 
any defense in today’s missile age and with dwindling capabilities im 
the field of manned aircraft. 

When the Mach 3 F-108 manned interceptor was a live project, 
NORAD accepted a plan to reduce its F-106, F-102, and F-101 squadrons 
to provide squadrons for the more advanced aircraft. But since the F- 
108 has beén axed the planned reduction in the existing types has been 
accelerated rather than slowed down. 

We know that Russia is testing new supersonic bombers. General 
Laurence S. Kuter, NORAD Commander in Chief, points out that the 
appearance of such a bomber may force a crash program for a Mach 3 
interceptor which may be no more efficient but far more expensive than 
the F-108. “NORAD believes,’’ General Kuter says, “that the early de- 
velopment of the F-108 and its introduction into our air defense system 
is still a strong military requirement.”’ 

While thus facing a deficiency in manned interceptors, NORAD is 
also facing a down-grading of the SAGE system upon which it has ex- 
pended so much money and upon which it relies so greatly. The program 
for hardened SAGE super combat centers has been cancelled, so that 
these key centers will be subject to destruction by the first blast from 
the enemy: 

In the missile field, NORAD is still without a program for an 
operational anti-missile missile. The Zeus system, which offers so much 
promise, is still being held in the development and test stage and not 
permitted to enter into a production program. 

What of defense in the coming areospace age? 

“In order to avoid a future gap between our defensive capability 
and Russia’s offensive capability,’’ writes General Kuter, “similar to 
the present gap between our capability to defend against the Russian 
ICBM and their offensive ICBM capability, we must attack the problem 
of satellite defense with no less talent and vigor than the Russians are 
putting into their satellite program.” 

We cannot afford to let our defenses continue to slip as they appear 
to be doing today. If the coming ’62 budget does not provide for build- 
ing them up, then the Defense Department must prepare for an almost 
certain Congressional investigation. 








Contributory Pay 

@ Years ago I was told that the rec- 
ords of the Congressional Committee 
hearings on the 1922 pay bill included 
detailed estimates of the value of the 
non-contributory retirement benefits 
for the military, and showed clearly 
that the pay bill proposed (and later 
enacted) considered such benefits as a 
part of the pay of the active military 
personnel. The Hooke and the Cordiner 
Committees similarly evaluated those 
benefits as part of the active duty 
pay. Presumably, the Congressional 
Subcommittees and Committees con- 
sidering their reports recorded their 
acceptance of the premise that the ac- 
tive duty military personnel were pay- 
ing for their retirement benefits by 
a lesser pay scale than would other- 
wise be provided. 

I suggest that anyone having refer- 
ences to or ready access to such Con- 
gressional records, send those refer- 
ences, with a minimum of expository 
explanation, to Dr. Carl Fischer, Mili- 
tary Retirement Study Committee, 
University of Michigan, Ann Arbor, 
Michigan, (Senator Stennis’ study 
group). 

If anyone has any computations of 
the amount the Government did not 
pay to active duty personnel on the 
basis of the recorded estimated values 
of the retirement benefits (including 
military pay during World War II, and 
Korea) such data should be of interest 
to Dr. Fischer’s Committee. Similarly, 
specific legal references to the con- 
tinuing military status of retired regu- 
lar personnel (e.g. Dual Office Act 5 
USC 62) and retired pay as pay—not 
pension, would appear appropriate to 
bring to the attention of Dr. Fischer’s 
committee in order that they not over- 
look such differences in obligations and 
restrictions on activities and employ- 
ment. 

I suggest further that no attempt 
be made to present a case for the 
continuation of the un-recorded con- 
tributory retirement system which 
Congress has used to avoid the costs 
of bookkeeping. A higher cost (to the 
taxpayer, at least), formally recorded, 
and contributory financed retired pay 
system would be less subject to attack 
because of its formalization.

High Cost Of USCOA 

@ It is hard for me to understand 
why all the data concerning those of us 
who were sold into signing in 1954 
for USCOA should be kept so secret. 
I am certain that every officer who 
signed then, did so, because, as I re- 
call, there were none of the Survivor 
Benefits legislation items later worked 
out for retired officers’ wives. 

In our case, I was retired on Tem- 
porary Physical Disability of 60% and, 
as a result, have to pay a large amount 
to the Government under the provi- 
sions of USCOA. Instead of being pro- 
tected my wife is adversely affected, 
because of the present heavy premium 
of USCOA. 

My payment boils down to this: that 
I consider the premium higher than 
the Board of Actuaries should deem 
essential. In our case, I am 61 years 
old and my wife is 58 years of age. 

If the 20-year people can have the 
same premium for retired personnel 
with disability as those retired with- 
out it—i. e. when they retire, why 
can’t the 5,000 retired officers who 
signed up in 1954 have a similar pro- 
vision? 

As I said above, I am considerably 
incensed, because I can get no informa- 
tion on why this premium is so high 
as to handicap my wife, rather than 
protect her. 

I realize that there are many re- 
tired officers and their families among 
the 5,000 mentioned, who are worse 
off than we are, but, still, I feel that 
there should be some relief,

Provide that each Service shall maintain a 
single lineal list of all officers on active 
duty above grade W-4 exclusive of: retired 
officers, permanent professors and registrars 
of Service academies, and Reserve officers on 
active duty for training. Officers shall be car- 
ried on this list in order of seniority in each 
grade. Officers serving in spot appointments 
(such as three and four star, bureau chiefs, 
directors of corps or services) shall be car- 
ried as though they did not hold such ap- 
pointments. (a) New appointees to be placed 
on lineal lists in accordance with dates of 
rank. May-June graduates issued appoint- 
ments as Regular officers to be given the 
same date of rank and arranged lineally in 
accordance with demonstrated performance. 
(b) Reserve officers ordered to active duty to 
be placed on lineal lists by date of rank for 
Services employing single status for Reserve 
officers and as determined (within the grade ) 
by the Service Secretary concerned for Serv- 
ices employing dual status for Reserve offi- 
cers on active duty. 


SELECTION BOARDS FOR PRO- 
MOTION AND CONTINUATION 


In line with the Committee’s recommenda- 
tion that selection procedures should be 
spelled out in law to maintain confidence in 
the selection process of each Service, this 
portion of the law should be set forth in 
perhaps greater detail than any other and 
with a minimum of administrative controls. 
All selection board provisions in present law 
should be repealed upon the effective date 
of the new enactment. 

Annual Boards—Provide that the Service 
Secretary concerned shall at least once annu- 
ally convene the following selection boards: 

1. Boards to select officers on active duty 
in the Army for promotion to all grades from 
captain to major general, inclusive, with sepa 
rate boards for each grade and for each com- 
petitive category required in Subtitle B. 

2. Boards to select officers on active duty 
in the Air Force for promotion to all grades 
from captain to major general, inclusive, with 
separate boards for each grade and for each 
competitive category required or established 
under authority contained in Subtitle D. 

3. Boards to select officers on active duty 
in the Navy for promotion to all grades from 
lieutenant to two-star flag grade, inclusive, 
with separate boards for each grade and for 
each of the following categories: male line, 
WAVE line (through commander), each staff 
corps, and Reserve officers on active duty 
in connection with the administration of the 
Naval Reserve. 

4. Boards to select officers on active duty 
in the Marine Corps for promotion to all 
grades from captain to major general, in- 


clusive, with separate boards for each grade 
and for each of the following categories: 
male officers, and for female officers up to 
and including lieutenant colonel. 

5. Boards to select Regular lieutenant colo- 
nel/commanders, and boards to select Regular 
colonels/captains, who have at least twice 
failed of selection to the next higher grade, 
for continuation on active duty beyond 20 
years’ service creditable for separation deter- 
mination. These boards may be the same 
boards which considered the same officers 
for promotion. 

Provide a savings clause removing the re- 
quirement for the convening of any of the 
foregoing boards when no vacancies are an- 
ticipated in the grade and category concerned 
during the next year. 

Permissive Boards—Provide that whenever 
he determines that the needs of the Service 
so require, the Service Secretary concerned 
may convene the following selection boards 
for each of the applicable competitive cate- 
xories set forth in A above: 

1. Boards to select Regular captains/lieu- 
tenants, who have at leasi twice failed of se- 
lection to the next higher grade, for continu 
ation on further active duty. 

2. Boards to select Regular limited duty 
officers, nurses, and officers of the women 
components in the grade of major/lieutenant 
commander, who have at least twice failed 
of selection to the next higher grade, for 
continuation on active duty beyond 20 years 
service creditable for separation determina 
tion. 

3. Boards to select Regular officers in the 
healing arts categories, legal, chaplain, and 
women's components in the grade of lieu- 
tenant colonel/commander, who have at least 
twice failed of selection to the next higher 
grade, for continuation on active duty be- 
yond 26 years’ service creditable for separa- 
tion determination. 

4. Boards to select Regular colonels/cap- 
tains completing five years in grade for con- 
tinuation on active duty. 

5. Boards to select Regular oflicers in the 
medical, dental, veterinarian, medical serv- 
ice, legal, and chaplain categories in the 
grade of colonel/captain for continuation on 
active duty beyond 30 years’ service credita- 
ble for separation determination. 

6. Boards to select Regular two-star ofli- 
cers for continuation on active duty beyond 
five years in grade. 

7. Boards to select for retirement Regular 
officers who have completed at least 30 years 
service creditable for separation determina- 
tion.

Composition of Boards- 
bership of each of the 
boards as follows: 

1. Boards to consist of five or more officers 
serving in the grade of lieutenant colonel/- 
commander or above, and above the grade 
to which selecting for promotion, or above 
the grade of officers being continued on ac- 
tive duty; except that when general/tflag ofli- 
cers or officers of the women's components 
are being considered, members need only be 
senior in grade or rank to the rank on the 
lineal list of all officers being considered. 

2. Boards to be composed of line officers, 
except that when other than line officers are 
being considered, there shall be appropriate 
membership from the categories being con- 
sidered with line officer representation. 

3. Use of retired officers when a sufficient 
number of active list officers are not available. 

4. No member to serve on two successive 
boards considering officers of the same grade 
except that the same board may consider offi- 
cers for continuation whom it has just con- 
sidered for promotion, if so directed by the 
Service Secretary. 

Information Provided to Selection Boards— 
Provide that the Service Secretary concerned 
furnish selection boards: 1. The number of 
officers who may be selected in each case 
where a best qualified selection is required; 
2. The names and records of all officers eligi- 
ble for consideration for promotion, except 
officers already on a selection list for pro- 
motion; 3. The names and records of all 
officers eligible for consideration for continu- 
ation, either through the establishment of 
continuation zones, attainment of twice failed 
status, completion of years of service in grade 
or completion of a previous continuation term 
as applicable. 

Officers To Be Recommended—1. Provide 
that selection boards recommend for pro- 
motion or continuation those whom the board 
considers best qualified except the following 
categories for which the boards will recom- 
mend those it considers fully qualified: a. All 
selections for promotion to the grades of cap- 
tain/lieutenant through lieutenant colonel/- 
commander for medical and dental officers, 
and all selections to the grade of captain/- 
lieutenant. 

2. Provide permissive authority for below- 
zone selections with the following percentage 
limitations (percentages apply to number of 
selections authorized). For promotion to: 
Capt/Lt—none authorized; Major/LCdr—5% ; 
LtCol/Cdr—74%4%: Col/Capt—10%; Gen/Flag 
grades—unlimited. 

3. Provide that no officer may be recom- 
mended except with the concurrence of a

WILL THE YOUNG CIVILIAN LEADER- 
SHIP which will man the Pentagon Frontier effec- 
tive 20 January give added emphasis to youth 
in future general and flag officer “makes” and 
assignments? It’s a good bet that the answer 
will be YES. 


WITH A 44 YEAR OLD SECDEF on the top 
rung—Robert S. McNamara went from captain 
to lieutenant colonel in the Air Force during 3 
years of WWII service—it’s a youthful team 
which takes over the Service leadership ladder. 
Secretary-designate McNamara is 10 years 
younger that Secretary of Defense Gates, who 
is a Captain on the Naval Reserve Retired List. 


DEPUTY SECRETARY-DESIGNATE 
Roswell Gilpatric, 54, a former Air Force 
Assistant and Under Secretary, is 7 years 
younger than Deputy Secretary James H. 
Douglas, former Air Force Secretary and 
WWII colonel. 


AMONG THE SERVICE SECRETARIES, the 
Army’s Wilber M. Brucker, 66, a Silver Star 
winner in WWI, may be succeeded by Governor 
S. Ernest Vandiver of Georgia, 42, who was a 
pilot in WWII and a general officer in the 
National Guard. Secretary of the Navy William 
B. Franke, also 66, will be replaced by John B. 
Connally, jr., who will be 44 on 27 February. 
He was decorated for WWII service aboard 
Navy carriers, and was separated as a lieutenant 
commander. The new Air Force Secretary, Eu- 
gene Zuckert, 49, a WWII Navy lieutenant (jg), 
and a former AF Assistant Secretary under then 
Secretary Stuart Symington, will succeed Dudley 
C. Sharp, 55, who also served with the Navy in 
WwiIl. 


IN AGGREGATE, there is a difference of 52 
years among the ages of the present Service 
Secretaries and their potential successors. The 
outgoing Assistant Secretary of Defense for 
Manpower, Personnel, and Reserve, Charles C. 
Finucane, a former Army Assistant and Under 
Secretary, is 55. 


ASIDE FROM THE AGE DIFFERENCES of 
the present and prospective Pentagon leaders, 
there is another important factor which will 
tend to favor added emphasis on youth. Unless 
steps are taken to advance officers to general 
and flag ranks at a quickened pace, there will be 
promotion stagnation because of the large num- 
ber of senior officers who won advancement to 
top ranks during WWII and Korea and who 
now hold key assignments. 


PRESIDENT-ELECT KENNEDY, 43, a 
WWII Naval officer, and his Secretary of De- 
fense quickly will learn that there is a tre- 
mendous wealth of talent at the colonel and 
lieutenant colonel levels in the Army, Air Force, 
and Marine Corps and at the captain and com- 
mander levels in the Navy which will be lost 
unless given adequate opportunities for advance- 
ment. If the Services stick too heavily to a 
“reward for past service” concept in favor of a 
“promote for potential” approach, thousands of 
officers who were junior officers in WWII and 
who now are completing 20 years service, will 
seek retirement. 


FATHER TIME NOTE: The Navy will run 
short of wristwatches and stop watches to meet 
its needs through June. The shortage is attrib- 
uted to excessive requests from authorized 
users, requisitioning by unauthorized users, lack 
of control at the user level, limited watch re- 
pair capability in the Marine Corps, and the 
limited life of the watches in use. After 1 July, 
when the new fiscal year begins, the Navy may 
be able to make some time on the problem 
through new procurement. 


THE NAVY NOW ESTIMATES that the cost 
for repairing damage to the carrier Constella- 
tion will be about $47.9 million, instead of the 


previously estimated $75 million. It had been 
thought that the carrier, damaged by fire on 
19 December, would require 12 months for re- 
pairs. The new estimate is seven months. 


NO LEGISLATION WILL BE NECESSARY 
to implement one important recommendation of 
the Bolté Committee. General Bolté and his 
associates from all the Services said that the 
Defense Department should “require disclosure 
of all information concerning selection boards.” 
The Committee said that disclosure of board 
memberships “would be at the discretion of the 
Service Secretary concerned.” During recent 
months, The Journal has been pointing out in 
news stories and editorials that Service policies 
differ greatly concerning release of selection 
board information. The Army does not make 
available comparable information such as re- 
leased by the Air Force this week (see Page 8) 
concerning selection board action. Only the 
Navy and Marine Corps release the names of 
selection board members. 


IT WAS PERTINENT that the Bolté Com- 
mittee should recommend that Service Secre- 
taries should be authorized to order retired 
officers to active duty and that such officers 
“shall not count against Service strengths.” At 
present, retired Army and Air Force officers 
who are recalled must be counted against 
strengths. As a consequence, General Charles L. 
Bolté served in a “Consultant” capacity. 


THOUSANDS OF SERVICE FAMILIES be- 
gan the New Year by making new arrangements 
for housing, schooling, medical care, and other 
necessities as a result of the “Gold Dollar 
Widow” order. Now that the word is out that 
only 500 Army family members will be allowed 
to go abroad in February and only a handful of 
Air Force dependents, Service people are facing 
up to the tasks of rearranging personal planning. 
In hundreds of cases, families who had sold or 
leased their homes now must find new quarters 
for wives and children. 


BECAUSE OF THE UNFORTUNATE PRO- 
CEDURE that was employed to announce the 
family cutback order, there was a widely held 
erroneous assumption by the public that the im- 
pact would be most severe for families overseas. 
From the beginning, Journal readers were ad- 
vised that this was not correct and that the im- 
pact would strike families in the United States 
most severely, beginning 1 February. This time 
has now come and, unless the order is modified 
or rescinded, military morale faces a drastic 
decline. 


MILITARY COMMANDERS OVERSEAS are 
irked by news stories which quote State De- 
partment sources to the effect that Foreign 
Service Officer families should not be forced 
to remain in the United States, as is the case 
with Service families, because FSO people must 
spend large portions of their careers overseas. 
The fact of the matter is, of course, that career 
military people not only must go overseas fre- 
quently—sometimes to areas such as Korea 
where dependents have been barred—but also 
when serving abroad, for example with the 
Seventh Army in Europe, must be away from 
their families about 50% of the time for field 
operations and other missions. 


LESS SOPHISTICATED IN THEIR REA- 
SONING than some FSO people, many citizens 
in foreign nations are going to be puzzled as 
to why the U. S. has sufficient gold dollars for 
State Department families, but not enough for 
Defense Department families. Their likely con- 
clusion, especially when the horde of tourists 
arrives in the Spring and Summer to spend 
millions of dollars abroad, will be that pos- 
sibly there are enough dollar reserves remain- 
ing at Ft. Knox to keep all eligible families 
in U. S. service together. 


CONGRESS WILL DEMAND to know how 
many quarters will be unoccupied in overseas 
areas if the “Gold Dollar Widow” directive is 


implemented completely. Hundreds of units were 
built on a guarantee basis, which means the 
Government must pay monthly rental whether 
or not they are occupied. 


THE DEFENSE BUDGET which President 
Eisenhower sends to Capitol Hill may be tabbed 
a “paper budget” by the new Administration. 
There are reports circulating in the Services 
that the $41.8 billion new obligational authority 
budget for fiscal ’62 (The Journal 31 December) 
was “directed” by President Eisenhower in a 
communication to Secretary of Defense Gates 
immediately after the elections. The Services 
had been asked to submit A,B,C, and D bud- 
gets, based on 95%, 100%, and 105% of minimum 
requirements, and a “what we want” figure. After 
weeks and months of work on these documents, 
it is being told around the Pentagon, a summary 
decision was made at the White House to go 
for a $41.8 NOA budget and $42.9 in expendi- 
tures. 


DESPITE THE FACT that during the 
campaign he said it might be possible to 
save billions of dollars in defense spending, 
the hard facts of the case are that President- 
Elect Kennedy and Secretary-designate Mc- 
Namara will find it necessary to seek in- 
creased funds above those stipulated by 
President Eisenhower. 


A NEW DISARMAMENT AFFAIRS Special 
Assistant to the JCS will assume duties in mid- 
January. He is Maj. Gen. Herbert B. Thatcher, 
who has been AF Member of the Joint Strategic 
Survey Council, following service as Chief of 
the MAAG in Bonn, Germany. General Thatcher 
will replace RAdm. Paul L. Dudley. 


GENERAL THATCHER’S SUCCESSOR 
on the JCS Strategic Survey Council will 
be Maj. Gen. J. Stanley Holtoner. He has 
been Military Assistant to Dr. Herbert F. 
York, Director of Defense Research and 
Engineering. 


MARINE COMMANDANT DAVID M. 
SHOUP, in a New Year’s message to the Corps 
that will not be without interest in the other 
Services, has some remarks to make about the 
current overseas family situation. General Shoup 
says: “Though I know Marines are unacquaint- 
ed with pathetic language, I enjoyed an extra 
measure of gratitude at the absence of com- 
munications about proposed reductions in the 
numbers of dependents permitted overseas. I 
translate this into a confirmation of the same 
high faith in me and my staff that I have in 
you and my superiors. My faith that the Ma- 
rine Corps will always get a just and fair deal 
from our superiors remains unshaken.” During 
the first year of his service as Commandant, 
General Shoup won approval for a reduction 
from 15 to 13 months for the unaccompanied 
tour in the Pacific. 


A PERSONNEL POLICY CHANGE which 
would require some officers to complete profes- 
sional examinations for promotions is under 
consideration by the Marine Corps. General 
Shoup also has revealed that a decision can be 
expected shortly on a proposal to adopt a year- 
round green uniform for the Marines. As to 
another proposal, namely that uniform coats 
shall be unbelted, the Commandant snapped this 
statement: “This I have decided. They shall 
not.” 


WEARING OF YELLOW SOCKS by Marine 
Corps officers is frowned upon by the Com- 
mandant. In a section of his New Year’s State- 
ment, which will be published in greater detail 
in next week’s issue, General Shoup says he 
does not like NCO uniforms which look like 
they “belong to someone who retired in 1940.” 
He expressed similar displeasure with “the offi- 
cer with the yellow socks or the bay window. 
A few of these people are still around,” Gen- 
eral Shoup said. ““We must do something about 
them.”

2. Provide for the following in the process- 
ing of the reports of selection boards: a. Au- 
thority for the Service Secretary concerned to 
return the report to the board for further 
consideration if the board has acted contrary 
to law; b. Submission to the President for 
approval or disapproval; c. Expeditious pro- 
mulgation to the Service at large of the re- 
sults of all selections for promotion as soon 
as approved by the President. 


PROMOTION 


This chapter in Subtitle A will, together 
with those on grade distribution and selec- 
tion boards, be an integral part of the Armed 
Forces Promotion System. Repeal of present 
law for each Service will involve many com- 
plexities, however, and in some cases a piece- 
meal implementation. 

Eligibility and Consideration by Selection 
Boards—1. Provide that, except as specified in 
2 below, officers become eligible for consid- 
eration for selection to the next higher grade 
when they will complete the following service 
in grade in the year for which the board is 
convened: Second Lieutenant/Ensign, 1% 
years; First Lieutenant/Lieutenant (jg), 2 
years; Captain/Lieutenant, 3 years; Major/- 
Lieutenant Commander, 4 years; Lieutenant 
Colonel/Commander, 4 years; Colonel/Cap- 
tain, 3 years: Brigadier General/Rear Ad- 
miral (LH), 2 years. 

2. Provide the following supporting pro- 
visions: a. Service in grade shall be deter- 
mined by date of rank. Service in spot or 
wartime temporary appointments shall count 
in the grade in which the officer would 
otherwise be serving; b. No officer may 
become eligible until all senior to him in 
his competitive category become eligible; 
ec. Officers in grades and categories for 
which a fully qualified selection is prescribed 
by law become eligible only when in the 
promotion zone; d. Once an officer becomes 
eligible he remains eligible as long as he is 
on active duty. This does not apply to 
retired officers recalled to active duty. 

Numbers That May Be Recommended For 
Promotion—Provide that the Service Secre- 
tary concerned will furnish promotional se- 
lection boards which are to make selections 
on a best qualified basis, a number to se- 
lect for each grade and for each competi- 
tive category which will, in the aggregate, 
equal the number of vacancies within the 
prescribed numbers existing and estimated 
to occur in the next twelve months. 

1. Except for selections to general/flag 
grades and to medical and dental colo- 
nel/captain, apportionment of the overall 
number for each grade among the competi- 
tive categories to be governed by the fol- 
lowing rules when a best qualified selection 
is required by law: a. Approximate equal- 
ity of selection opportunity among com- 
parable groups, which may be departed 
from only when, in the opinion of the 
Service Secretary concerned, it is necessary 
to meet the needs of the Service in each 
specialty or to accommodate to situations 
of severe maldistribution: b. A similar rule 
among the various categori~s of limited 
duty officers. 

2. Apportionment of general/flag officer 
selections to be entirely in accordance with 
the needs of the Service for the various 
specialties in those grades. 

3. The number to be provided for selec- 
tions to the grade of colonel/captain for 
medical and dental officers not to be less

Provide, in determining 
zones for selection for promotion to grades 
below general/flag grades, the Secretary be 
required to consider the estimated number 
of vacancies in future years in order to 
assure approximate equality of promotion 
opportunity among successive year groups, 
so far as Service needs permit. 

1. Zone establishment for each group to 
be such as to achieve approximate equality 
of promotion flow rate among comparable 
groups with the departures therefrom au- 
thorized under the same rule as for selec- 
tion opportunity as set forth in C.1 next 
above. 

2. The promotion zone upper limit in each 
case to be the most senior officer eligible 
who has not previously failed of selection. 

3. For medical and dental officers zone 
determination to conform to that for each 
grade in the overall Army group, overall 
Air Force group or Navy unrestricted line, 
as applicable. Current provisions in Navy 
law relating to running mates to be re 
pealed. 


Selection Of Officers With Special Quali- 
fications Or To Prevent Imbalances—1. Pro- 
vide for each Service Secretary authority to 
direct in each applicable competitive cate- 
gory the selection to general/flag grades of 
a number of officers possessing needed spe- 
cified special qualifications. Officers so se- 
lected and promoted shall not be subject 
to subsequent change of date of rank. 

2. Provide that the Secretary of the 
Army, the Secretary of the Air Force, or 
the Secretary of the Navy for the Marine 
Corps, whenever he may determine that 
there are too few officers with special 
qualifications and to prevent imbalances 
among branches, is authorized to specify 
separate numbers for selection to the grades 
of major, lieutenant colonel, and colonel. 

3. Provide a limitation on the foregoing 
by the injunction that directives issued 
to selection boards be in terms of quali- 
fications and not include _ specifications 
which in normal usage are merely descrip- 
tive of a specific individual. 

Mechanics Of Promotion—1. Provide, upon 
Presidential approval of selection board 
reports, for placement of the names of all 
selected officers on a combined list of 
selectees in each Service by order of 
seniority, but after the names of officers 
recommended and approved for promotion 
to the same grade in a prior year who 
have not yet been promoted. In other 
words, placement on the list of selectees 
is to be by order of seniority, except that 
no officer may be placed ahead of an 
officer who was selected by a board con- 
vened in a previous year. Officers in differ- 
ent categories selected to the same grade 
in the same year shall be placed on the 
list of selectees at the same time. 

2. Provide for promotions to be made 
in the order in which names appear on 
the list of selectees as vacancies occur, 
except for medical and dental officers. A 
medical or dental officer is to be promoted 
when the officer next below him on the 
list of selectees is promoted. 

3. Provide that an officer’s date of rank 
and entitlement to pay and allowances of 
the grade to which promoted shall be 
the date of the occurrence of the vacancy 
he was appointed to fill, except that in 
the case of medical and dental officers it 
shall be that of the officer next below 
him on the list of selectees. 

Failure Of Selection—Removal From List 
Of Selectees—1. Provide that an officer is 
considered to have failed of selection when 


he is, or is senior to, the junior officer 
in the promotion zone in his competitive 
category and is not recommended for se- 
lection. 

2. Provide that the President only may 


remove names from recommended lists con- 
tained in reports of selection boards, for 
both promotion and continuation on active 
duty, or from the list of selectees. 

3. Provide for removal of an officer's 
name from the list of selectees if his ap- 
pointment in the next higher grade is 
rejected by the Senate. 

4. Provide that an officer whose name 


is removed from the recormmended or se-

lected list continues to be eligible for 
selection, and if selected and promoted 
as a result of the next succeeding selection 
poard, he shall not lose lineal position as 
a result of the removal of his name. How- 
if not selected by the next board 
is again removed he shall

selection. 

5. Provide that an officer whose name 
was not given to a selection board through 
administrative error shall not thereby be 
considered to have failed of selection and, 
if selected and promoted by the next suc- 
ceeding selection board, he shall not lose 
lineal position as a result of the adminis- 
trative error. 

Temporary—Permanent Promotions — 1. 
Provide that all promotions when made 
are to be temporary appointments and 
that permanent appointments may be is- 
sued to officers who have been selected or 
promoted temporarily to the grade con- 
cerned as vacancies occur in the perma- 
nent grade authorizations: 

2. Provide that the President may termi- 
nate any temporary appointment. The name 
of any officer whose appointment is thus 
terminated pursuant to a reduction in force 
shall be placed at the top of the existing 
list of selectees. 

3. Provide that second lieutenant/ensigns 
may be temporarily promoted to the next 
higher grade when eligible (1% years in 
grade from date of rank) and _ issued 
permanent appointments in the next higher 
grade three years after their actual or 
constructive appointment as_ second lieu- 
tenant/ensign. 

4. Provide exemption from the oath re- 
quirement upon promotion for officers who 
have served continuously since taking the 
oath of office. 

5. Provide that temporary promotional ap- 
pointments of all active duty officers be made 
by the President, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate. Permanent appoint- 
ments other than original appointments shall 
be made by the President alone. 


Wartime Temporary Promotions—1. Pro- 
vide for a system of temporary promotions 
to be authorized only during war or na- 
tional emergencies declared by the Presi- 
dent after the effective date of the new legis- 
lation. 

2. This system shall have the following 
features prescirbed in law: a. Under Presi- 
dential authority; b. To cover promotion to 
all grades; ec. Board action required for 
promotion to major/lieutenant commander 
and above; d. Senate confirmation required 
for promotion to general and flag grades; 
e. Appointments effective for the duration 
of the war or emergency plus six months 
unless sooner terminated by the President; 
f. Promotions under this authority not to 
change the status of officers under the nor- 
mal promotion system; g. Appointments ef- 
fective on the date made as specified by 
the Service Secretary concerned; h. Pay 
savings provision. 


Implementing Features—It is expected that 
in most cases the repeal of existing law for 
each Service relating to promotions and ex- 
aminations for promotion of active duty 
officers can be accomplished upon the effec- 
tive date of the comparable provisions of 
the new law with the following exceptions: 

1. Phase-ins to accommodate to selection 
lists remaining from present promotion sys- 
tems. 

2. A special provision applicable to the 
Army only providing that if a Regular offi- 
cer in the permanent grade of captain or 
above on the effective date of this legisla- 
tion has not been considered for selection to 
the grades of major, lieutenant colonel and 
colonel by the beginning of the year in which 
he will complete 14, 21 or 25 years of serv- 
ice (promotion list service as computed un- 
der current law), respectively, he must be 
considered by a board convened during that 
year. Officers so brought into consideration 
may compete either only among themselves 
for selection, or with all officers in their 
competitive category, in the discretion of the 
Secretary of the Army and, if not selected, 
be considered as having failed of selection. 


PROCUREMENT AND INITIAL 
APPOINTMENTS 


Procurement And Source —1. In accord- 
ance with the Committee’s recommendation 
that, with the exception of the Navy regular 
NROTC program, no effort should be made 
to make uniform the various officer procure- 
ment programs, these provisions should be 
left unchanged, except for modifications to 
Navy law set forth below. Provisions of the 
Navy regular NROTC program should be 
made applicable to all Services by moving 
it to Subtitle A with appropriate redrafting, 
including renaming. 

2. To conform to the Committee’s conclu- 
sion that specification of source should 
largely be removed from initial appointing 
authority the chapter in Navy law on officer 
procurement programs should be modified 
to eliminate prescription of the type of com- 
mission issued. Exception to this general 
rule should be made applicable to Service 
academies. 

Initial Appointments 


1. To achieve uniformity present statutory 
rules governing initial appointments of 
Regular commissioned officers should be re- 
pealed and uniform rules established. 

2. Provide the following rules for appoint- 
ments of Regular officers, except limited 
duty officers: a. By the President and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate; b. 
U. S. citizenship requirement; c. Minimum 
age of 18; d. Maximum age expressed in 
terms of ability to complete 20 years’ active 
commissioned service prior to reaching age 
55; e. Retain present features of law re- 
lating to constructive service credit for of- 
ficers appointed as Regular officers for duty 
in the following fields: medical, dental, 
veterinarian, legal, and medical service, but 
limited in application to lineal placement 
(including grade), and reduced by any part 
of the time employed in gaining the requi- 
site qualifications through postgraduate edu- 
eation which is otherwise counted in gain- 
ing or maintaining lineal seniority; f. 
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Retain present features of law relating to 
authority to appoint female officers in pro- 
fessional categories; g. Dates of rank of 
officers upon initial appointment at Regular 
second lieutenant/ensign, other than those 
given constructive service credit, to be iden- 
tical with effective date of acceptance and 
entitlement to pay and allowances, except 
that May-June graduates to be given com- 
mon date of rank and lineal placement on 
basis of demonstrated performance; h. Dates 
of rank of officers required by law to be 
granted constructive service credit to be 
such as to reflect the credit granted. i. 
Dates of rank of officers other than the fore- 
going to be as determined by the Service 
Secretary concerned; j. Savings clauses pro- 
tecting pay, and service credit of officers 
originally appointed under prior laws. 


Limited Duty Officer 


1. Provide for all Services authority to 
appoint Regular limited duty officers. Pres- 
ent Navy and Marine Corps authority to be 
repealed. 

2. Provide the following features in the 
section on limited duty officers: a. Appoint- 
ment under Secretarial regulations; b. To 
be made from warrant officers or enlisted 
members of grade not below E-6 in such 
specialties as desired by the Service Secre- 
tary concerned; c. Authority in Service Sec- 
retary to reassign to unlimited status upon 
application; d. Saved pay provision. 

Authorize all Services to appoint tem- 
porary officers. 


INVOLUNTARY DISCHARGES 
AND RETIREMENTS OF 
REGULAR OFFICERS 


Since involuntary discharges and retire- 
ments are an integral part of the Armed 
Forces Promotion System being recom- 
mended, existing provisions of law should 
be repealed and replaced by a single chap- 
ter in Subtitle A. In view of the differences

ularly true with regard to disability re- 
tirees coming under the program who 
do not make an election in advance of 
retirement,” it is explained in a newly 
published Army Circular (608-11). 

Three new tables of reduction factors 
became effective with the New Year 
and will apply to retirement occuring 
on or after 1 January, These tables are 
applicable to military personnel retir- 
ing for disability or nondisability with 
years of service completed for pay pur- 
poses on date of retirement as follows: 

Disability retirement with (1) 
than 17 years service and no election of 
options executed prior to 1 January 1961 
(table I); (2) Less than 17 years serv- 
ice but valid election of options execut- 
ed on or before 31 December 1960 (table 
II); (3) At least 17 but than 20 
years service (table II); Over 20 
years of service (table IID). 

Nondisability retirement with over 20 
years service (table III). 

The illustrations in Tables I through 
III show how the cost and benefits un- 
der the new tables compare with those

The Pentagon Circular continued: 


The cost in the event of retirement for 
physical disability of an individual with 
less than 17 years service for pay pur- 
poses who has not executed an election

The cost in the event of retirement for 
physical disability between the 17th and 
20th year of service for pay purposes 
has increased only slightly over the old 
disability rate tables (in most cases 
less than 1 per cent). The same is 
true of disability retirement with less 
than 17 years service for pay purposes 
when the individual has executed a valid 
election of options prior to 1 January 
1961.

20 or more years of 
service for pay purposes are the same 
regardless of type of retirement. The 
new rates are slightly higher than the 
nonphysical disability retirement cost 
table (approximately 3 per cent). Mem- 
bers in this group will be able to calcu- 
late the exact reduction in their retired 
pay without concern as to reason of re- 
tirement.

Revocation Authority 


1. Provide authority for the Service Sec- 
retary concerned to revoke the appointment 
of and discharge any Regular officer with 
less than three years of commissioned serv- 
ice as a Regular. 

2. Retain authority for the Service Secre- 
tary concerned to terminate the appoint- 
ment of any female officer. 


Discharge Of First Lieutenants/Lieutenants 
(Jz) 


Provide that Regular officers who have 
twice failed of selection to the grade of 
captain/lieutenant shall be discharged on 
the first day of the seventh month after 
the month of Presidential action which de- 
termined his second failure of selection. 
Earlier discharge upon request shall be au- 
thorized without loss of benefits. Retain 
provision for a lump sum payment of two 


months’ basic pay for each year of con- 
tinuous active commissioned service, and 
payback upon becoming entitled to active 


duty retired pay. 
Separation Of Captains/Lieutenants 


1. Provide for discharge of twice failed 
officers, if not selected for continuation on 
active duty, under rules identical to those 
for twice failed first lieutenants/lieutenants 
junior grade, 

2. Provide that such officers who would 
otherwise be discharged may be continued 
on active duty if selected for continuation. 

3. Provide the following features in the 
continuation provision: a. Continuation to 
be for terms established by the Service Sec- 
retary concerned, but which may not be 
less than two years nor greater than four 
years; b. Continued captains/lieutenants to 
be discharged with severance pay or retired 
if eligible, upon completion of their terms 
of continuation, unless selected for further 
continuation or for promotion; ¢c. Except for 
nurses and medical specialists, continua- 
tion may not extend beyond 20 years of 
service creditable for separation determina- 
tion, at which point such officers to be re- 
tired. Nurses and medical specialists may 
not be continued beyond 25 years of serv- 
ice creditable for separation determination; 
d. The number of officers who may be rec- 
ommended for continuation not to exceed 
the number determined by the Service Sec- 
retary concerned. 


Retirement Of Majors/Lieutenant 
Commanders 


1. Provide that, unless selected for con- 
tinuation on active duty or for promotion, 
majors/lieutenant commanders who have 
twice failed of selection to the next higher 
grade be retired, effective on the first day 
of the month following that in which they 
will complete twenty years’ commissioned 
— creditable for separation determina- 
tion. 

2. Provide for continuation on active duty 
of limited duty officers, under rules similar 
to those for continuation of captains/lieu- 
tenants, with the limiting point at 30 years 
of total active duty. < 

3. Provide for permissive continuation of 
officers of the women components, medical 
specialists, and nurses until 25 years of 
service creditable for separation determina- 
tion in a single continuation action with re- 
tirement at the 25 years point if -not se- 
lected for promotion.

For Rugged Duty At The South Pole 


An overland tractor train from the | 
U. S. scientific station at Byrd, led by | 
USN; James R, Douglas, CMA2, USN; 


Maj. Antero Havola, USA, this month 


will deliver two 38 ton Caterpillar D-8 | 


tractors to the U. S. South Pole Sta- 
tion, 

The powerful tractors will be used to 
maintain a snow landing strip, assist in 
station construction, and in retrieving 
air-delivered cargo at the South Pole. 


Manned by eleven men, the train con- 
sists of the two D-8 tractors, two sled- 
mounted wannigan huts, three 20 ton 
sleds, one 10 ton sled, and two tracked 
weasel vehicles. One of the weasels, 
bearing navigator and trail blazer CWO 
George W. Fowler, USA, leads the pro- 
cession. Ranging approximately one 
mile ahead of the rest of the equip- 
ment, Mr. Fowler is responsible for 
finding and marking a safe and accurate 
route for the train. 

In addition to Major Havola and Mr. 
Fowler, the train includes seven Navy 
men and two scientists. Walter L. Davis,

Mr. McNamara’s immediate reaction 
to what he learns from the Services re- 
garding the “Gold Dollar Widow” sit- 
uation will be critical. 

If the Kennedy Administration intends 
to modify or rescind the decision of the 
Eisenhower Administration, it must do 
so quickly to prevent further personnel 
chaos in the Services, and to ease the ad- 
verse effect the order has had upon our 
Allies, particularly in Europe. 
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There is strong reason to believe that 
if Secretary McNamara and President 
Kennedy are convinced, as are the Con- 
gressional leaders, that the decision to 
separate families is (1) discriminatory, 
(2) damages morale, and (3) hurts com- 
bat effectiveness, they will take cor- 
rective action within the next 30 days.

mittees on 4 January, but no action 
will be taken on them before the end of 
January. 

The House Armed Services Committee, 
which normally gets off to a fast start 
in holding hearings on Pentagon meas- 
ures, informed THE JOURNAL that no 
hearings will be scheduled this year 
until after the Presidential Inauguration, 
which takes place Friday, 20 January. 
This means that Monday, the 23d, would 
be the earliest possible date on which 
hearings could be slated. Chances are 
slight that the new Administration will 
have shaken down enough over the In- 
augural week-end to permit action by 
that date. 

The Senate Armed Services Commit- 
tee, which generally begins each new 
session by calling the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff to outline the nation’s current 
military posture, has likewise scheduled 
no hearings. 


Vacancies On Committees 


Neither committee can hold a full- 
scale session, in any event, until the 
House and Senate leadership have as- 
signed new members to fill vacancies. 
The Senate group will have only one 
vacancy—that created by the election 
of Senator Lyndon B. Johnson of Texas 
to the Vice Presidency. 

In the House, the Armed Services 
Committee has five vacancies. Two mem- 
bers, Representative Carl Durham (D- 
NC) and Representative William E. Hess 
(R-Ohio) retired, and three members, 
Representatives Toby Morris (D-Okla.), 
LeRoy H. Anderson (D-Mont.), and Fred 
Wampler (D-Ind.), were defeated. 

Defense Department bills sent to Con- 
gress on the opening day, in addition to 
the retirement recomputation measure 
and the USCOA revisions, include a 
proposal which would authorize the De- 
fense Department to indemnify its con- 
tractors against nuclear and other un- 
usually hazardous risks, 


Bills Introduced 


Many individually-sponsored military 
bills also were introduced in the House 
on the first day of the new Congress. 
Bills are not introduced in the Senate 
on the first day. 

Representative Bob Wilson (R-Calif), 
a member of the House Armed Services 
Committee, was one of the first mem- 
bers to re-introduce the retired pay re- 
computation bill. Others, including Rep- 
resentative John F. Baldwin, jr (R- 
Calif), also again backed the measure. 
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
